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I graduated from Southern Connecticut State College in 1972 with the hopes of being an art teacher so 
that I could share the pleasure that I got from making stuff with my students. The career was so much more 
than 1 expected. 

I didn't know, for example, that I would become not only a teacher, but a mentor, a mother, a counselor, 
and friend to so many students. Teaching Drawing and Painting was more than strokes on paper or canvas. 
I didn't know that silence taught more than talk or that I could do best by doing least. When 1 got my 
Masters from Central Connecticut State College, I was beginning to learn that every piece of art work was 
a self portrait of that student at that moment and could tell me so much more about that student than could 
all the quizzes and projects I might assign. I tried to find interdisciplinary connections to art from different 
subject areas and draw Math into my curriculum as well as Music and History. 1 taught Humanities at BHS 
for a while with Dr. Carol Virostek and awakened to the connections between Art and literature. I hoped to 
find unusual and unexpected approaches to teaching art and hopefully some students who never saw 
themselves as artists found that they had a voice in the creation of their art work. The best thing I ever read 
is the answer to the exam question that started out, I never thought I was an artist, but... 

In 1985, I completed a second Masters degree in Movement Studies and Literature at Wesleyan 
University and became an official risk-taker. Who, in middle age, would attempt a degree in Dance? But 
Dance, I did and tried to use my example in the hopes of encouraging students who tried to always take the 
safe path to see potential for the extraordinary in themselves. I became active in the State of Connecticut 
Teacher Training program known as BEST and was assigned to be a State Teacher in Residence at the 
State Dept, of Ed. I taught first and second year teachers so that they could gain their CT Teachers 
Accreditation and had the chance to work with extraordinary teachers from all over the state. I was awarded 
National Board Certification from the National Board of Professional Teaching Standards in 1994 and 
finished my 6th Year Degree in Administration at the University of Hartford. I have presented workshops 
at both the State and National Art Educational Conventions. I hope I did a good job of it. 

I have taught Elementary, High School and Adult Education. I've taught Kindergartners and teachers. I 
still like to make stuff and 1 like to teach others how to make stuff. I don't think that retiring is going to be 
the end of that. I still have a lot that I like to do and I dream of continuing to share the pleasure that I take 
as an artist and teacher. Berlin High School has given me a place to hang out for a while between my hopes 
and my dreams. Thank-you, Berlin.

I come from a family of educators; my entire nuclear 
family was involved with education at some level. My husband, 
Stuart A. Elliott, former principal of North Haven High School, 
was my greatest personal and professional inspiration.

I have spent much time and effort to improve the print collection 
in our library. I have enjoyed selecting the books and offering 
them to our staff and students. We have kept up with changes in 
technology, as much as our budget permits. I have worked with 
many terrific students in the past 16 years. It has been an honor 
and a privilege to work with many of my colleagues here at BHS 
and I will miss them.
